“The only “legal” fee imposed 
wpon the gamblers is an initial 
payment of $25,000 for a per- 
mit, and subsequent payments 
of $2000 a month. 

These contributions from the 
United States gamblers go to 
tive favorite charities of Mrs.

FOREIGN VIEW 
OF MESSAGE 


LONDON, Jan. 9 (UP) — 
Authoritative West European 
sources tonight hailed as “re- 
alistic and constructive” Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's eight-point 
program for waging total 


peace. 

They added a note of disap- 
pointment at the absence of 
what they said was a more 
spectacular lead against Rus- 
sia’s challenge to the 
world. 

In Moscow, Mr. Eisenhower's 
message was reported by the 
Soviet news agency Tass in a 
dispatch, without comment, 
from Washington. The Tass 
dispatch said the President de- 
voted most of his address to 
the “military question.” 

In London, government 
spokesmen reserved official 
comment until Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s message had been thor- 
oughly studied. : 

But diplomatic observers 
said the first impression re- 
flected the complete unity of 
purpose between the United 
States and its European allies 
- the resolve to “arm to par- 
ey.” 

The sources said the West 
European nations firmly backed 
Mr. Eisenhower's invitation to 
the Soviets to join with the 
West in tangible steps toward 
peace and international co- 
operation. 

Warm approval was voiced

He prom- 
ised the NATO Council confer- 
ence he would seek this legis- 
lation. He told Congress today: 

“It is wasteful in the ex- 
treme for friendly allies to 
consume talent and money in 
solving problems their friends 
have solved. ...

This qualified statement de- 
creased the area of significant 
fallout to less than one-third 
the area affected by an initial 
fallout of 50 roentgens or more 
and obviously was an effort to 
play down the danger.

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Toward a Transport Policy 


One of the most interesting, important and 
complicated problems in our country will be 
taken up next Monday when a Senate commerce 
subcommittee begins considering the plight of 
the railroads. 

The nation’s prosperity and its ability to de- 
fend itself both depend on its transportation 
system. Of that system the rallroads are an in- 
dispensable part, representing 110 major lines 
and a capital investment of $30,000,000,000. 

Since the end of World War Il, American 
railroads have been on the decline. , Though 
they have spent almost $12,000,000,000 during 
that period on modernization—22,000 new loco- 
motive units, 6500 new passenger coaches, 
630,000 new freight cars—they have not been 
able to reverse the downward course. Accentu- 
ating this trend is the current business recession. 

The railroads have already done some things 
to help themselves and they can do more. Con- 
gress can do still other things by changing old 
regulations and enacting new laws. The investi- 
gating subcommittee intends to go into all these 
avenues of approach. 

Manifestly it is an inequity when the regu- 
lated railroads have to compete against water 
carriers which in terms of ton-miles are less 
than 50 per cent regulated and a trucking indus- 


_ try less than 30 per cent regulated. We think 


the answer lies, not in less regulation of the 
railroads, but in more comparable regulation of 
their competitors. Transportation is a vital 
public utility in which the public interest must 
be protected. 

Similarly, it is an unequal burden when the 
railroads pay 11 per cent of their operating 
revenues in taxes while the competing truck 


. industry pays 6.5 per cent and the barge indus- 


try less than 4.5 per cent. 

To make their operations more economical, 
the railroads are either going to have to go 
through a series of mergers or, by co-operative 
means, effective comparable efficiencies. 

State railroad commissions must be willing 
to listen to reason about abandonment of pas- 
senger lines whose only remaining justification 
is local pride. 


There will have to be other measures as well, 
which will require prolonged and rigorous study 
to show the course that will serve the public 
welfare and the railroads’ health alike. 

As the experts themselves are agreed, we are 
going through a revolution in transport. The 
surest probability about it is that the nation will 
not emerge unchanged. If we do not want to 
change for the worse, we will have to direct the 
forces now in motion so that the change will be 
for the better. 

Wiser and more painstaking thought than the 
nation has ever before given to the problem is 
required to design a sound future for the Amer- 
ican railroad system in an economy increasingly 
served by air, truck, bus, barge and pipe lines. 
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The Wishing Cor k Tree

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Laws to Help Labor 

Senator McClellan’s. curious apathy about 
management abuses, as compared with his fer- 
vent dedication to investigating malpractices on 
the labor side, makes it necessary to examine 
with care the proposals for labor legislation he 
has laid before the Senate Investigating sub- 
committee. 

For example, the Senator urges stiff federal 
accounting procedures to protect health, welfare 
and pension funds administered by unions. He 
is right as far as he goes. But would he deny 
the need for similar safeguards for funds con- 
trolled by management or a third party? Sena- 
tor Kennedy and Senator Ives, both members 
of the committee, as well as Senator Douglas 
of Illinois, have been insisting on safeguards 
for all such funds, no matter in whose care 
they may be. This is important because only 
about 10 per cent of the funds are under union 
control. 

Senator McClellan also is advocating some 
severe restrictions which, in his mind, would in- 
sure more democracy and less racketeering in 
labor unions. There can be no objection to his 
purpose, but the methods for achieving it should 
be carefully scrutinized. They could set prece- 
dents for a great deal of governmental interfer- 
ence in activities other than those of unions. 

Fortunately the courts, state and federal, al- 
ready offer help in such circumstances. As shown 
in the Hoffa case, they can keep individuals from 
assuming union offices when their election is 
challenged by union members. And they can 
order new elections under the supervision-of an 
agent of the court. It is argued—and not without 
evidence—that union members sometimes are 
afraid to appeal to the courts, that they are ter- 

rorized by those seeking to control their organ- 


_{zation. Wherever this is true, it is # sad re- 
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flection on the community's law enforcement of- 
ficials. Some legislation is desirable—especially 
in connection with funds and perhaps 
against “sweetheart” contracts, Such laws, how- 
ever, should be constructive, and should avoid 
treating unionists as the wards of a benign state. 
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Making It Easy for Himself 


It is like shooting fish in a barrel when Secre- 
tary of State Dulles tells members of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee “in strong terms” 
that high-level talks with the Russians now. 
would be futile. Shrewd advocate that he is, 
Mr. Dulles always states a proposition in terms 
that give his own point of view the best of it. 
Being against negotiation with the Russians, he 
goes a fast round against negotiation with the 
Russians at an immediate summit conference— 
and, naturally, wins by a knockout.

Soviets—such a conference would indeed be 
futile. 
could do no good and -might, by rousing false 
hopes, do harm. 

But simply destroying the proposition of a 
summit conference now does not dispose of the 
question of negotiating with the Soviets. Repre 
sentative Thomas E. Morgan of Pennsylvania 
put his finger on the matter when he said what 
he is interested in is the official American atti- 
tude toward a future summit meeting — one 
which came about after exploratory talks at a 
lower level. Even before any such exploratory 
talks began, it would be essential to clarify the 
official attitude toward them. 


Would the United States enter such talks with 
an earnest readiness, backed by diplomatic prep- 
aration, to negotiate the real issues and to seek 
a practical accommodation of our views and 
those of the Soviets? Or would the attitude be 
one of grudging reluctance, of insisting that the 
Soviets make all the concessions, of conducting 
a@ propaganda duel rather than engaging in gen- 
uine give-and-take discussions? 


Secretary Dulles’s record and his convictions 
make-it clear that his own attitude is the latter 
one. He is not only against a summit confer- 
ence now, as many people are, but he is against 
negotiation by other and more practical means. 

It is on this point that Mr. Dulles differs from 
millions of Americans and millions of people in 
allied lands, It is at this point that he is jeopar- 
dizing American leadership of the Atlantic alli- 
ance and America’s standing before the uncom- 
mitted nations of Asia and Africa. 
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A Case for Dr. Killian 


Chairman Lewis Strauss of the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission suggests that reopening of the 
Oppenheimer case is up to Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer. If the matter is left to this distinguished 
scientist, nothing is likely to be done. Why 
should Dr. Oppenheimer beg a review from an 
agency which hounded him out of government? 

The most logical person to initiate a review 
is Dr. James R. Killian. He is President Eisen- 
hower's scientific adviser. The President has 
authority to order a review, but kas never done 
so. Dr. Killian also is one of the scientists who 
strongly defended Dr. Oppenheimer’s loyalty 
and ability in the 1954 security proceedings. 


As the President's adviser, Dr: Killian could 
offer no better advice than to reopen the Op- 
penheimer case. A review is necessary to be 
fair to a great scientist and to restore confidence 
in federal service among other scientists. 
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To Make Bi-State Effective 


We hope that Gov. Blair will clear the way 
for curing the Bi-State Agency’s disabling legal 
defects, The Agency could be an economic tool 
of tremendous importance to the entire St. 
Louis metropolitan area if it were made whole. 
The first step is for the Governor to include the 
Bi-State matter in his call for the special session. 

Bi-State bills identical with one passed by 
the Illinois Legislature in 1953 have been per- 
mitted to die in the Missouri General Assembly 
in each of the last three regular sessions. 


Two technical objections were raised in the 
Senate in the last regular session. Of these the 
only one with any real substance was a fear that 
Missouri’s guardianship statute might be .inad- 
vertently broadened. Among other things the 
Bi-State bill would have permitted guardians 
and executors to-invest in Bi-State revenue 
bonds. 


This {s a matter for judicial determination. 
Even so a good case can be made for the view 
that the bill would not do what some people 
fear it might do. The Missouri guardianship 
statute specifically enumerates the investments 
a guardian can make. Since the statute is spe- 
cific, it would be paramount. And since Bi- 
State’s revenue bonds are not mentioned in 
that specific law, guardians still would be pro- 
hibited from investing in them. The fear of the 
bill accordingly would be groundless. 

Bi-State means jobs, and not only for St. 
Louisans and residents of nearby Illinois. Bi- 
State also represents one of the best hopes for 
jobs for those outstate Missourians who cannot 
make a go of it on the farm.and who must seek 
a living in the city.

special session. 
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Numbers Don’t Mean So Much 

Although North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
military chiefs, Bonn officials and Pentagon 
cynics doubt Soviet Russia's announcement of 
a new reduction of 300,000 men in its armed 
forces, it would not be surprising if such a cut 
has been made. 

_The reported reductions of 1,240,000 in 1955 
and 600,000 in 1955 are still doubted, especially 
by those likely to point a finger at the bogey- 
man of a huge Soviet Army.

An Interview With John Kenneth Galbraith, Agricultural Economist, 
Harvard University, in Capper’s Farmer 


Q. Dr. Galbraith, why is it so dif- 
ficult to get a workable farm pro- 
gram? 

A. Our main problem is to realize 
that we must have a farm program 
indefinitely. The greatest obstacle. 
to the farm program, particularly in 
recent years, is the feeling that it is 
a temporary expedient—something we 
should liquidate as soon as possible. 

Q@: Why hasn’t farm income kept 
up with that of other parts of our 
economy? 

A. There’s no single answer. We

yesterday. He was 66 years old. 

A professor emeritus of me- 
teorology at Harvard, Dr. 
Brooks was director of Har- 
vard’s Blue Hill Meteorological 
Society and was a fellow of the 
Royal Meteorological Society 
of Great Britain. He wrote sev- 
eral books including “Cli- 
matology of North America 
and the West Indies,” “Why 
the Weather?” and “Interna- 
tional Cloud Atlas.” 

In addition to his son in St. 
Louis, survivors are his wife: 
another son, Norman H. Brooks 
of Altadena, Calif., and five 
daughters. The funeral will be 
Sunday at The Friends’ Cen- 
ter in Cambridge, Mass.

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John Crosby 
Blunt Report on 
‘Where We Stand’ 


NEW YORK, Zan. 9. 

IN ITS NEWSPAPER ADS for “Where We Stand,” 
the hour-and-a-half-long documentary comparing the re- 
sources of the United States and Russia, CBS-TV declared 
that it was “the most important television report to the 
| people it ever presented.” 
Since CBS news has done 
some pretty remarkable 
reports in the past, those 
are pretty strong words 
but, I think, justified. 

My own way of judg- 
ing not only documen- 
taries but anything on 
television is to assess, 
first, its importance and, 
second, how well done it 
is. The subject matter 
in this case is, heaven 
knows, the world’s most 
important and it was ex- 
tremely well produced. 
At the very outset, Wal- 
ter Cronkite declared 
that for the last three 
months CBS has been 
seeking out the truth 
about missiles. “What- 
ever the facts, we must

know them and face them.” 


In a sense, thet was what the program was 
about—knowing and facing the facts, including 
some very unpleasant ones. That means that not 
all the facts are startlingly new. Many of them 
had been hashed over before, but to put the whole 
problem of military and economic resources ito 
perspective, they had to be stated again. 


One of the great functions of television is to make 
the nation face facts which it may be dimly aware of, to 
sharpen hitherto known facts, to add that extra fillip of 
urgency and coherence to facts that have been kicked 
around in other media—and that’s what this program did 
superbly well. 


CBS CORRESPONDENTS talked to a host of experts, 
starting with Dr. John Hagen, chief of the Vanguard proj- 
ect, who said among other things that a satellite is in it- 
self a very dangerous missile. Just how dangerous was 


shown in some remarkable photographs showing pro-' 


gressive enlargements of pictures taken from eight miles 
up which became almost closeups of a family sitting in 
its backyard 

Others interviewed included Gen. James M. Gavin, the 
man who just resigned as Army missile chief; Gen. Omar 
Bradley, looking very fragile and old, and Gen. Bernard 
Shriever, a very cool customer who is director of the Air 
Force missile program. None of these gentlemen were 
exactly optimistic but none was exactly pessimistic. Re- 
alistic, I guess, is the word for it. 

Said Gen. Shreiver at one point: “I think it’s safe to 
say they ‘the Russians) have IRBM's in operational units. 
We have not.” At another point, Alexander Kendrick, 
prowling around a huge missile pad, harboring an enor- 
mous Titan, declared: “This is the biggest missile in the 
world—unless the Russians have a bigger one.” This tone 
of ordinary common sense prevailed. 


There was grim humor in an interview with 
housewives on what they would do in a missile 
attack. None of them knew where the shelter was. 
One said she'd take her food out of the freezer 
and put it on the porch—‘“The last place in the 
world to put meat after an atomic attack,” ob- 
served Howard K. Smith. Interviews with high 
school boys, many of whom were taking co-ed 
cooking simply because it was a snap course and 
might some day come tn handy, were too dis- 
heartening to be very funny. 


The hour-and-a-half program shot past. mighty. fast 
and closed with what amounted to an editorial by. Smith. 
This in itself is news. CBS, in the person of its president, 
Frank Stanton, once argued on behalf of the network’s 
right to editorialize but then never has used the right, to 
my knowledge, until this broadcast. 


PARTS OF THE EDITORIAL, that we must catch up 
with the Russians in missiles, that we must re-examine our 
educational program, are hardly controversial, But other 
bits were. For instance: “We should be prepared to use 
every reasonable opportunity to negotiate for disarma- 
ment” is anathema to Secretary Dulles and his followers 
(if he has any). Certainly the charge that we, the people, 
may be “over-addicted to physical comfort,” “indifferent 
to good government” and “overly-complacent” is as stiff 
an indictment of its listeners I have ever heard a network 
indulge in. And finally, the statement that it is the system, 
not the men, which must be changed in the Pentagon to 
eliminate inter-service rivalries is refreshingly outspoken. 

“We must be prepared to make sacrifices, to pay 
higher taxes, to face controls—if necessary to achieve 


our goals. We may have to change the climate of Amer- 
ican society.” By TV standards, those are very biunt 
recommendations.

Amy Vanderbilt 
College Etiquette 


AN ATTRACTIVE BOOK written by the social direc- 
tor of the Illini Union of the University of Illinois, Irene 
Pierson, has come my way. It is called “Campus Cues” 
and deals solely with college social questions. 

I am quite in agreement with the author on everything 
she discusses in simple question and answer form. Here is 
one of her questions and answers:

Parsley Does Have Its Uses 


By Hoyt Alden 


WATERCRESS, someone once 
pointed out, is less a food than 
a test of-character. Everybody 
likes it, but when it appears as 
a garnish on the meat platter, 
nobody eats it because it’s hard 
to eat gracefully. 

The same might be said of 
parsley, although frankly I 
never knew but one man who 
liked to.eat sprigs of parsley. 
Or maybe, he was the only man 
I -ever knew who had; the 
strength of character to eat it. 
Most people like a little parsley 
as a seasoning in certain 
dishes, but this man picked up 
sprigs of it and ate it like, 
salad. 


The only person, so far as 
I've been able to find out, who 
ever cooked and ate parsley 
was Queen Elizabeth I. She 
boiled it and ate it and said it 
was good and very agreeable 
to the stomach. Noblesse 
oblige didn't apply in this case, 
however, and boiled parsley 
never caught on. 

Parsley, incidentally, is very 
easy to grow. It will spring up 
at the drop of a seed, and can 
even be grown in a pot in the 
kitchen window. While most 
people nowadays look upon it 
mainly as a decoration, it can 
do a lot of certain dishes, par- 
ticularly egg and fish dishes. 

For instance, the classic 
omélette aux fines herbes, one 
of the best. Like this: Season 
six eggs with salt and pepper, 
add three tablespoons of water 
and beat with a fork for half 
a minute. Then stir in two ta- 
blespoons of mixed herbs, fine- 
ly chopped — parsley, chives, 
tarragon and chervil. 

Now melt a tablespoon of 
butter in your hot omelet pan; 
but never, never let it get 
brown. Pour in the eggs, give 
a couple of quick stirs with the 
fork, tilt the pan and go 
through the rest of the ritual 
of the omelet, and when it's 
cooked but still soft on top, 
fold it and serve it up. 


SPEAKING OF folding an 
omelet, I'm one who is satis- 
fied to fold it over once, flip 
it over once and serve it. 
There is a school of omelet 
makers however, who insist the 
only way to properly serve an 
omelet is neatly folded in 
three, and here’s how it’s done: 

When the omelet is set and 
still soft on tap, slide it to the 
side of the pan away from the 
handle. Fold .over the side 
nearest the handle with a spat- 
ula. Slip the other side anto 
the platter held in the right 


hand. Turn the pan over com- 


pletely on the platter, thus 
turning out the omelet folded 
in three. 


BUT TO GET BACK to 
arsley, here's another excel- 
ent omelet. Chop a couple of 
shallotts real fine and saute 
them for a couple of minutes 
in a tablespoon of butter. Then 
add three chopped mushrooms 
and a tablespoon of chopped 
parsiey. Cook these with the 
shallotts another minute and a 
half and then stir the mixture 
into your beaten eggs. Then 
make your omelet. 

The super markets are filled 
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with various kinds of fish 
fillets these days whose source 
is something of a mystery. I 
suppose their appeal lies in 
the fact that what they lack in 
flavor they make up in con- 
venience. 


If, however, you're the kind 
of person who is more inter- 
ested in flavor, and don't mind 
going to a little more trouble 
than tossing a fillet in a frying 

an, try a baked stuffed white- 
ish a la creole. You'll find 
you've forgotten how good fish 
can be. 


Get a three-pound whitefish, 
scaled and boned, and leave it 
whole. Have only the belly 
open, leaving the head and tail 
on. Wash it well in lukewarm 
salted water and then dry it 
inside and out with a towel. 
Sprinkle the inside with salt 
and then brush it with melted 
butter. Use a teaspoon of salt. 
Then stuff the fish with a 
dressing made like this: 

Chop a large onion, half a 
cup of celery and a fourth of 
a cup of green pepper and fry 
it all slowly in half a cup of 
butter. Cover it and let it 
steam for 15 minutes. Take 
eight slices of toasted bread 
and soak them in water and 
press them dry. Pour the. mix- 
ture over the toast. Season 
with a teaspoon of galt, a half 
teaspoon of pepper and a 
fourth of a cup of pimento 
strips. If it appears too dry, 
add a little melted butter. Fi- 
nally, add a heaten egg and 
then fluff the dressing up with 


a couple of forks, Stuff ‘the 
S 


isn. 

Fasten it with metal skewers 
and twine and put. it on oiled 
parchment paper. the 
top with melted butter and 
cook it in a well greased shal- 
low pan for:15 minutes in a 
450-degree oven. Then lower 
the heat to 300 and bake it 
an hour. About 10 minutes be- 


fore it'e done, cover it with 


creole sauce made like this: 

Fry two tablespoons of 
chopped onion, two tablespoons 
of chopped parsley, two table- 
spoons of chop green pep- 
per and two tablespoons of 
chopped celery in a fourth of 
a cup of butter. “When it's 
slightly done add a can of to- 
mato paste. Then fill the can 
with water, dissolve a bouillon 
cube in it, and add that. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper to 
taste and then let it simmer 
for half an hour. 


IF YOU'RE STUCK with 
some of those fillets mentioned 
above, try this; Wash them in 
lukewarm salted water and dry 
very thoroughly. Rub them 
with a clove of garlic, Brush 
generously with butter. Put 
them in a well greased pan, 
sprinkle them with salt and 
paprika and broil at 350 de- 
grees, close to the flame, for 
12 to 15 minutes without turn- 
ing. Pick them out of the pan 
with a pancake turner, put on 
some more melted butter and 
then sprinkle each piece gen- 
erously with finely. ‘chopped 
parsley, ‘ *

Home Discipline 

THE SCHOOL, CHURCH AND SOCIETY, are all 
concerned in the rearing of our children and young people 
but it is home that is the decisive element in the chil- 
dren’s rearing. When school is let out, Sunday school 
dismissed and the neighbors’ last word spoken, the chil- 
dren go home and the teaching and admonitions of the 
other forces slip from them with their overcoats. 

' Only when home reinforces the school and the 
church and the community teaching does it take hold. 
Parents sometimes forget this. One mother was heard to 
say, “I can’t do anything about your naughtiness. The 


school teacher will attend to you,” and that idea, if not 
so openly expressed is more prevalent than one thinks. 


_ THE SCHOOL TEACHER who has to deal with that 
child will learn fast that he is an unco-operative pupil 
and that nothing is to. be gained by asking help from 
his home people. What he learned at. his mether’s 
knee he will carry to school, to church and to life in 
general. 


Children have to have the support of home discipline 
right from the start if they are to develop sound physical, 
mental and social health. By discipline is not meant pun- 
ishment but training the child through a set of habits 
that give him a feeling of strength in himself. This is 
not too difficult a task for a healthy mother. It is the 
establishment of a simple routine of action and refraining 
from action that allows the child to get along smoothly 
with himself and his family. Rising on time in the morn- 
ing, washing himself or being washed, dréssing, having 
breakfast, helping with some slight task associated with 
his own needs, playtime, meals at set times, rest (for 
himself and for his mother), play, a task, preparation for

By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 


A HEADLINE in one of New 
York’s newspapers, above a 
story about our reply to Soviet 
Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin’s 
letter on disarmament, carried 
a sub-heading that read: “But 
Dulles Remains Opposed to 
Liberalized Approach to Mos- 
cow's Proposals.” 


I find it difficult to believe 
that the highly intelligent Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles does not grasp the fact 
that it is impossible to remain 
glued to any one approach to 
a problem if you are to ne- 
gotiate. 


Since it is obvious that 
unless we are foolhardy 
enough to believe that war 
is an impossibility, we must 
negotiate. And if we must 
negotiate, then it seems to 
me that our negotiators, 
among whom Secretary Dul- 
les is the chief one, should 
recognize the fact that we 
must be flexible. 


We must accept new ideas 
and produce new ideas or how 
are we going to reach any solu- 
tions of the problems before 
us? 

I HAD the great pleasure of 
having Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Oppenheimer bring the great 
Danish scientist, Niels Bohr,
